JAPAN. 


KANAGAWA, 

Our advices confirm éntirely the intelligence, already trans- 
witted in brief by telegraph, that Satsuma has admitted his 
offences, and that the claims made on him by the British 
Government for reparation to. the representatives of Mr. 
Richardson, and all other matters in dispute, will be satisfac- 
torily arranged. Our letters do not give tho details of the 








‘arrangement, but if, as we hope, the conference between Culonel 


‘Neale and Satsuma’s envoys led to a definite conclusion, wo 
may expect that Earl Russell will allow no delay in communi- 
cating the official despatches to the public at large. 

The Japan Herald gives the following as the substance of 
so much as had transpired at Yokohama :— 

“An interview having been sought by envoys from Satsuma 
with the British Chargé D’Affaires, and the request having 
becn sent through the Governors, his Excellency cunseuted, 
and appointed Monday, the 9th of November, for the con- 
ference. The appointment was duly kept by several of tho 
Prince’s high officers (accompanied by some of the Governmont 
officers), aud an interview took place which lasted from about . 
half-past one till nearly five o’clock. 

“The euvoys commenced by reprcsenting to Colonel Neale 
that Satsuma felt much that he had been harshly dealt with in 
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the seizure and destruction of his steamers at Kagosima without 
due notice of the intention of the Admiral to destroy them, This 

- opened the matter, and Colonel Neale replied by passing in 
review the whole of the Kagosima affair; pointing out that the 
British squadron had proceeded there for the purpose of 
negotiating upon the matter of satisfaction required for the 
murder of Mr. Richardson and the attack upon his companions ; 
that during the long delay that had elapsed before sending any 
reply, the squadron had had occasidn to shift its anchorage ; 
that the reply, when it did arrive, was of a character which 
rendered some pledge or hostage necessary to compel, and 
during further negotiations ; that with this view and for this 
purpose the steamers had been taken possession of, and not 
with any intention of destroying them or of taking them away, 
but that the Prince's people had themselves commenced the 
hostilities by firing on the British ships, and that, therefore, 
the destruction of the steamers was a consequence of their own 
act at the time. 

“It seems that the Prince's envoys quite appreciated, after 
the explanation given, the patience and moderation exercised 
by the British Minister and Admiral on tho occasion. It was 
then seen that this could only be a preliminary interview, and 
the ground being thus partially cleared the envoys left, asking 
an appointment for another occasion, which was given for the 
following Saturday, the 14th. On that day Colonel Neale again 
gave audience to the envoys, but after several hours’ patient 
sitting no definite conclusion was arrived at, and Col. Neale 
consenting to one more adjournment, it was resumed on the 
following day, when the conference lasted from shortly after 
mid-day to nearly six o'clock P.M. 

“ Our readers will be gratified to learn that terms of arrange- 
ment have been definitely agreed upon, of a nature which the 
British Chargé d’ Affaires considers are all he could have antici- 
pated, and which are of an entirely satisfactory character. 
These were madé and distinctly understood in the presence of 
the Japanese high Government officials who accompanied the 
envoys. A vast amount of propositions had, however, to be 
first encountered, combated, and declined ; propositions, some 
for delay, some for an acknowledgment of wrong-doing in the 
seizure of the steamers, and others of an equally inadmissible 
character ; but they were, as we have said, ultimately reduced 
into an entirely satisfactory compass, and are to be finally car- 
ried out and completed in a few days. His Excellency has 
every belief that they will be so concluded. 

“So far has this, our former antagonist, shown himself 
inclined to bear future friendly relations with us, that proposals 
were even made for arrangement for sending to England some 
of the young men of the nobility of his territory, for travel 
and education.” 

Our contemporary publishes the above statement, with Col. 
Neale's permission, from information communicated by him- 
self, No possible doubt, therefore, can attach to its accuracy. 

It will be recollected that at the time when the British 
Charg6 d’Affaires was pressing for reparation for the outrage 
committed on British subjects upon the Tokardo, on the 24th 
of September of last year, just at the moment when difticulties 
appeared to be clearing away, and the Japanese Government 
had actually paid the money-indemnity demanded, by the 
publication of a document, known from the name of the 
official whose signature it bore as Ongassawara’s “letter of 
expulsion.” This announcement was simply to the effect 
that the Ministers at Yedo had been instructed by the 
Tycoon, then at Minko, with the carrying out of the in- 
structions of the Emperor, that “Japan should be closed 
to foreign trade, and foreigners put away from the country, 
and that full powers had been given him to treat upon and nego- 
ciate the terms.” The exact words in which this document 
was replied to by the European representatives have never 
transpired, but it was at least treated as its very extraordinary 
character deserved, and the idea of not holding any conference 
or entering upon any negotiation on the subject has been con- 
sistently adhered to. During the course of the interview with 
Satsuma’s officers, just related, Col. Neale took an opportunity 
to explain to the Government functionaries who accompanied 
them, that his Government had given the most unequivocal 
approval of the indignant manner in which this communication 
had been received. “This seems,” observes the Japan Herald, 
“to have come in very opportuncly immediately after a ree 
markably cuol attempt’ made by the Government to commence 
the erection of forts and batte:ies under our very doors had 
been repulsed in a particularly firm and determined manner by 





the British and French Admirals, and was followed by a formal 
comrnunication to the Ministers of those nations of the intel- 
ligence, conveyed in a very by-the-bye sort of fashion 
to the American and Dutch Ministers a fortnight ago. 
This very fact, that it did not seem to the Gorogio necessary to 
communicate the withdrawal of this letter in a formal manner 
to all the Foreign Ministers immediately after its recantation 
had been determined on, shows how little the Japanese Govern- 
ment had ever supposed that the slightest attention would be 
paid to it ; and, as it seems to us, indicates at least a hope of 
change in their policy of attempting to pass off as serious any 
more such really extravagant notions upon so important a 
matter.” 

At the conference referred to with the American and Dutch 
Ministers the business, we learn, was not commenced by the 
Gorogio stating that Ougassawara’s letter of expulsion would be 
withdrawn, but it was on the Japanese officials introducing, or 
attempting to introduce, the novel idea of the closing of Yoko- 
hama, and the transfer of all foreign commerce to Nagasaki and 
Hokodadi, and General Prayn and Mr. Polsbrock assuring them 
that no communication even upon such a subject could be re- 
ceived until Ongassawara’s letter was withdrawn, that they 
then said it should be withdrawn. 

There are other little facts which show clearly that the 
Japanese Government fecls that the people at large are anxious 
for foreign commerce, and entertain a feeling totally opposite 
to repugnance at their presence, At Yedo the report has 
spread amongst the populace that matters in respect to the 
foreigners have been settled with the Government, and that 
further attempts are not to be made at present for their expul- 
sion, and there is great rejoicing thereat. Notices, too, have 
been posted in all quarters of Yedo, signed by the street go- 
vernors “by order,” to the effect that hitherto the Government 
had seen it necessary to inspect and keep control over the 
amount of supplics sent into the foreign market, but that, in 
future, this would be left to regulate itself by the feeling of 
the people, each one in his own mind. 

A’ notice has been issued from the French Legation pro- 
visioually sequestrating lots 60 and 61 of the French conces- 
sion. It appears that Frenchmen are forbid to sell or let lots 
conceded to them to persons not Frenchmen. 

We learn from the Hong Kong Daily Press that Messrs, 
Russell und Co.’s steamer Scotland has been scized by the 
Chinese Custom-house authorities on the charge of taking in 
cargo ata port not opened by treaty. H.M.’s Scout effected 
the capture on the 3Uth ult., and on boarding four junks which 
were lying alongside the Scotland, found some seventy or 
eighty pieces of cannon, from 19 to 68-pounders. Itis asserted 
that these munitions were inteuded for the Tycoon’s Govern- 
ment, but the suspicion which rests over the Scotland's last trip 
renders it likely that Kagosima and not Yokohama was her 
destination. It is said that the house of Russell and Co. is 
not in the least implicated in the affair, and that, if at all com. 
promised by it, they will owe a debt to the juuior members of 
their hong. 

It will be remembered that there was much jubilation in the 
American press some time back over the conception thut, if 
matters came to an open rupture between Great Britain and 
Japan, it would be a delightful and profitable adventure to take 
out letters of marque from Japan, and gratify the desire for 
vengeance, and the lust of speedy enrichment, by plundering 
British commerce under that license. Can it be possible that 
this shipment of heavy ordnance was intended to be employed 
in carrying out the notion 7? Perhaps some hint or fear of the 
Alabama proceeding to the Far East had already been current, 
In that case, we can well understand this movement of muni- 
tions of war. The Americans will scarcely think of meddling 
in foreign quarrels till the disgrace that bold rover has brought 
on their naval efficiency has been wiped out by her capture. 

‘The fortification of Yedo is proceeding very rapidly, and all 
around its sea-front bristles with heavily armed forts, The 
moats have nowon them many hoats, somewhat after the fashion 
of our ships’ launches, all heavily armed. 


NAGASAKI. 

Affairs at this port are beginning to assume a more tranquil 
aspect. The Loonins or Ronins who caused so much anxiety 
have almost disappeared, native merchants are beginning to 
breathe more freely, and the Governor is said to share the 
general satisfaction. Our correspondent says :—“ When these 
Loonivs first arrived his xcellency the Governor communi- 
cated their programme to the consuls, which embraced amougst 
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other items the capture aud destruction of foreign vessels and 
massacre of foreigners, That Louins did arrive and for no 
good purpose, is true enough ; but there were never more than 
forty or filty altogether in the town. HL. increased their 
numbers almost as rapidly as Falstaff did his “men in Kendal 
green.” Thore is no particular news about Satsuma. He 
appears to bear his losses philosophically, but is by no means 
anxiout for another visit from the flect. He has made a first 
step towards replacing the steamers destroyed by the English, 
by purchasing the Sarah from Messrs, Glover and Co. for 
$75,000. She leaves at once fur Kagosima. The men-of-war 
in harbour are H.MLS. Leopard, Raitler, and Racehorse. 
HAKODADI. 

Our correspondent informs us that affairs are perfectly 
tranquil at this port, and trade goes on as usual. ‘The disturbed 
state of affairs at Nagasaki and Yokohama has not in the least 
affected the intercourse with the Japanese at Hakodadi. The 
Cormorant, however, has been sent up by the Admiral, it is 
believed, at the urgent request of the British Consul, who con- 
sidered the position of foreigners at this port very precarious 
in the event of any serious misunderstanding with the Impe- 
rial Government. It is reported that she will remain for 
some time, ‘ 


CHINA. 
PEBING. 

Advices from Peking are tofthe 10th Nov. All was quiet in 
and around the capital. The coal districts in the Hsi-shan have 
just been explored by M. Pompelly, who reports an abundant 
quantity of the best description of coals in seams from 20 to 
25 feet thick, It is stated positively that Prince Kung has 
refused to accede to Captain Osborn’s demands, and that in 
consequence nothing is left for the Anglo-Chincse flect but 
to be paid off and sent home as quickly as possible. 

A stop has been suddenly put to the issue of the debased 
cash with which for somo time Peking has been flooded, A 
number of small bankers have thuscome to ruin, The weather 
is intensely cold, and gamo of all kinds is rapidly becoming 
plentiful. 

TIEN-TSIN, 

Regulations for this port have been issued by Mr. Gibson, 
Acting-Consul, and published in the North China Herald of 
Nov. 21st. 

CHEFOO, 

Affairs at Chefoo are ina bad state. There are perpetual 
fights amongst the Junkmen, which the authorities secm afraid 
to interfere with. In fact the Taoutai solicited and obtained 
a guard of two marines from H.M. gunboat Jusolent for the 
purpose of protecting his Yamun. 

SHANGHAI, 

The dates are to the 25th November. The English mail of 
26th September arrived out on the 24th November, being 
seven days over time, owing to the accident to the steanier 
Poonah on this side, and Columbian on Galle side. 

The results exhibited in the recently published Customs’ Return 
of the import and export trade of Shanghai for 1862, show a 
moet gratifying increase in the commerce of the port, and fully 
justify the remark made by Sir Frederick Bruce, in a recent 
despatch to Earl Russell, that Shanghai bids fair to become the 
most important city in the East. The total export of silk from 
Shanghai during the year 1862, was 84,983 bales, against 
70,459 during the preceding year ; but of this increase 6,330 
bales were Japanese silk re-exported, so that the increase on 
Chinese produce was only 6,194. A portion of this, 
too, may fairly be assumed to have been diverted from 
Ningpoo, where the falling off during tho last six mouths 
of 1862, was 6,620 baes, so that unless an_inercuse 
be assumed at the latter port during the six months of Taiping 
occupation, the export of silk from the two ports has actually 
decreazed. The same argument, however, is not applicable to 
tea, the export of which has swollen from 32,600,000 lbs, in 
1861, to 59,700,000lbs, in 1862—an increase of 27,000,000Ibs , 
or saore than 80 per cent., of which more than 10,000,000lbs. 
were green. The export of black tea from Ningpo is insiguifi- 
cant ; but in green, of which, when the country is tranquil, this 
port is the principal outlet, there was a decrease during the last 
six months of 1862 of nearly 6,000,000lbs, over the curie- 
sponding half of 1862. So that, allowing for the divergence of 
the whole of this to Shanghai, a very improbable supposition, 
there is still a surplus in the legitimate export from the latter 
port of 4,000,000)bs., in addition tosome 13,000,0001bs, of black. 
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Cotton rose from 127,580 to 328,6U7 piculs—an increase 0 
about 160 per cent. ; aud as this was the only notable article 
of produce which showed an increase in Ningpo, the whole is 
fairly referable to larger production in districts of which Shane 
ghai is the legitimate outlet. 2 

Although there is a general increase of about 45 per cent. 
on the total value of imports, one of the principle articles of 
merchandize.— Grey Shirting—shows a decrease of 1,829,050 
pieces, namely 1,495,527 in 1862 against 3,394,577 in 1861. 
T.-Cloths are nearly stationary, slowing an increase of only 
8,855 pieces on the 468,345 imported in 1861. ‘This is, how- 
ever, of course to a great extent expliccble by the reduced pro- 
duction and enhanced value of pivec goods at home, owing to 
the short supply of cotton. ‘Lhe import of opium has grown 
from 20,864 chests in 1$61 to 32,790 ; an increaso which is 
likely to be maintained, as it is, no doubt, in great part refer 
able to a larger demand for the drug at the Northern and 
and Riverine ports. Rice shows an increase of more thag_ half 
a million piculs ; and foreign coal of 127,110 tons, or 160,756 
tons in 1862 ngainst 32,646 in 1861. ‘lo sum up, the return 
shows an increase of £6,360,91 ont he imports ang £4,708,449 
on exports, as compared with that of the present year.

The increaso in the quantity of shipping that entered and 
left the port during 1862 was more than proportionate to the 
increase in imports and imports. The inward tonnage amounted 
in round numbers to 724,000, of which 353,000 was British 
and 206,000 American—azainst 419,000 in 1861, of which 
208,000 was British and 87,000 American. ‘The total ton- 
nage of outward bound vessels was 723,300, of which, again, 
about 353,000 were Br and 205,000 American—against 
408,000 in the previous year, of which 208,000 were British 
and 87,000 American, 

Tho Moniteur de VArmée publishes a letter from its own 
correspondent at Shanghai, It states that Ly-Tchong-Wang, 
the commander-in-chief of the rebel troops, after a brilliant 
campaign of three years, undertaken to relieve Kiang-si, the 
Houw.nan, and the Hou-pe, liad returned precipitately to Nankin, 
which is attacked by the Lperialists and their allies, He has 
increased the garrison of the town to 30,000 men, and has 
supplied it with provisions aud ammunition for three years. 
He has added to the guns on the twenty-eight advanced works 
which form the exterior defences of tho place, and he has 
established an iutrenched camp at Mo-ling, of which he has 
given the command to Heon-Tien-Hia, his adopted son. 
‘Thong. Wang has learnt that the greater number of the towns 
which he captured during the campaign have been retaken by 
the allies ; that, moreover, the Franco-Chinese contingent is at 
present laying siego to Hang-chow, aud that the Anglo-Chinese 
forces are attacking Soo-chow, Should these two places fall, 
the strategic line which the rebel general had formed round 
Nankin will be destroyed, and in that case the Imperialists and 
the allies will unite their forces round the capital, which must 
be defended to the last extremity. Such are the last orders 
given by the rebel commander-in chief, ‘ 

The funeral of the late Mons. Mauboussin took place on the 
morning of the 7th Nov. There were assembled in front of 
the French Consulate, a company of Chasseurs d’ Afrique, @ 
detachment of the 67th Regiment, about forty Infantry S.V.C, 
and a small number of Mounted Rangers, to render the last 
honours to the deceased. Minute guns were fired from the 
men-of-war in port, and salutes on shore by the military. The 
chief mourners, M. P. Chevrey Rameau, at present Acting- 
Consul for France, and the members of the French Consulate, 
together with all the other Consuls representing foreign Powers * 
here, H. he Taotai, the several officers of the French and 
Brilish military and naval forces, as well as officials of other 
nations, and many private residents, proceeded to the church 
of the Jesuits, where the coffin was placed on a catafalque. In 
accordance with the rites of the Catholic Church, a solemn 
miass was performed for the repose of the soul of the deceased, 
The Rev, Pire Gondet, Superiur of the Jesuits, officiated at the 
head of a numerous staff of priests aud other assistants, A 
Freuch military band was also in attendance. : 
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THE SHERARD OSBORN FLEET. 

‘The following account of the repudiation of this fleet is from 
the Worth China Herald:—We are informed that the Lay- 
Osborn flotilla is under peremptory orders to sail from China 
during the present week. The China, Pekin, Tien-tsin, and 
Ballarat go home direct via the Cape, while the Amoy, Thule, 
Ks and Kiangeu proceed to Bombay, where, we under- 
stand, they are to be incorporated with Royal Navy, while the 
non-naval officers aro sent home overland. An end is thus put 
to the sanguine hopes at one time entertained relative to the 
extermination or emigration of the Taiping rebels. We must 
now confess that the expedition, from beginning to end, has 
been a failure, and that the theories broached must have had 
at best but a shadowy and unsubstantial foundation. The 
scheme of an Anglo-Chinese fleet founded on the principles 
laid down by Mr. Lay and Capt. Osborn, carried within itself 
the elements of decay and dissolution. 

‘The following is the telegram published in The Times on the 
4th inst. :— 

“ Prinoe Kung having refused to ratify the agreement made 
by Mr. Lay with Captain Osborn, Captain Osborn proceeded to 
disband his force. The European Ministers protested against 
Prince Kung having the ships on his own terms, and Prince 
Kung then requested Mr, Bruce to sell the ships for 
him. Mr. Bruce having requested Captain Osborn to 
undertake their disposal, a part of the squadron were to 
sail for England, and Captain Osborn, with the Keang- 
s00, Quantung, and Amoy, had sailed for Bombay. Captain 
Osborn may be shortly expected in England.” 

: BURGEVINE. 

The Futai bas indulged in a most unwarrantable stretch of 
authority. Burgevine, it appears, intended to go up to Pa-ta- 
chiao to meet Gordon, and accordingly secured a passage on 
board the Firgfy. On the previous day he went up the river 
to go on board, not having heard that she had been seized 
during the previous night. Not being able to find, and seeing 
the Feiloong getting up steam for the trip to Soochow, he 
went on board the latter vessel and asked fora passage. He 
stayed on board until the middle of the night, when a large 
body of mandarin soldiers were sent by the Futai, and 
Burgevine was hustled on board the hulk Bopeep. Here 
he was subjected to every indignity—his hands and fect 
tied, his hair pulled, and one miscreant, taking ad- 
vantage of his helpless state, kicked him repeatedly on 
his old wound. A relation of the Futai, who holds some high 
office, was present during the whole time, but made no attempt 
to restrain the soldiers. In the afternoon of Monday, feeling 
afraid probably to keep up the performance any longer, the 
officers decided on giving him up to the American Consul, and 
put him into a boat, sending with him three large men-of-war 
junks. On his arrival at the U.S. Consulate jetty, his friends, 
‘who were in readiness to receive him, immediately took charge 
of him, and no attempt was made by the mandarins to inter- 
fere with his peaceable departure. This in itself shows that 
they must themselves be convinced of the illegality of their 
pro eedings. We trust that the American Consul will assert 
his exclusive right to jurisdiction over American citizens, and 
wl not allow the Futai to boust of saving made the exterri- 
toriality clause in the treaties a mere delusion aud snare. A 
great intervational question is involved, and it will be patent 
to all, that whereas now it can be settled without difficulty, a 
few more acts.of this kind will establish a precedent difficult, 
if uot impossible, to overthrow. 

Burgevine was arrested afterwards by a warrant from the 
U.S.A. Consul. As to what the specific charge is upon which 
the warrant was granted we are in ignorance, but we presume 
the Chinese authorities have insisted on Burgevine’s deportation 
as ove of the conditions upon which he was allowed to leave 
Soochow peaceably. We are, however, informed that at the 
time of his secession from the rebels he was unaware of this 
clause in the pardon granted to him, He has therefore made 
several attempts to communicate with Major Gordon on the 
subject, hitherto, we believe, without success. It would seem 
to be impossible to send him from Shanghai in his present 
state of health, This arrest is, therefore, considered merely 
casting “a sop to Cerberus.” . 

CASE OF CRIM. CON. 

A crim. con, case at the British Consulate has absorbed much 
of the interest of the foreign community. This case (Andrews 
v, Bellwood and Andrews) arose out of some circumstances 
which took place on board the Marguis of Argyle on her 








passage from London to Shanghai. Captain Bellwood, the 
master of the ship, allowed himself, it would appear, to become 
more intimately acquainted with Mrs. Andrews than is con- 
sistent with our ordinary ideas of propriety. The evidence 
adduced by the pursuer was of the grossest description, and 
rendered the captain’s guilt indubitable. Indeed, at an early 
stage of the proceedings, he pleaded guilty, and his solicitor 
addressed himself solely to palliating the offence committed. 
‘The Court has reserved its judgment, a question, we believe, 
having arisen as to the amount of damages claimed. Mr. 
Andrews lays his claim at £3,000. We refrain from comment- 
ing in any way on the evidence. It will eventually be sub- 
mitted to the Court of Divorce, and our readers will then be 
able to judge for themselves as to the nature of the circum- 
stances which led to the trial. 

ae SEIZURE OF THE “ FIREFLY.” 

The steamer Firefly, which had been chartered by the 
Chinese Government for service on the Tai-hu, was seized by 
rowdies in rebel pay, in the middle of Saturday night, the 14th 
instant. The circumstances of the case are briefly these. On 
Friday night Macartney arrived in Shanghai in the Firefly, and 
directed that it should be in readiness to convey him back to 
the Great Lake at midnight of Saturday. On Saturday after- 
noon he received a letter from Captain Ludlam, stating that 
Major-General Brown had ordered the steamer to wait until the 
following day, when he (the General) intended to proceed in 
her to meet Major Gordon. As Macartney was anxious to call 
at Sung-kiang ke started at midnight in a chop, intending as 
he passed the Firefly to direct her to wait outside the creek for 
him. On Sunday, when the General was about to go on board, 
the quartermaster of the steamer came to the Artillery Barracks, 
and reported that at 11 p.m. on the previous night she had 
been boarded by about 26 foreigners, who immediately took 
possession of her. He, it would seem, escaped by jumping 
overboard and swimming ashore. Capt. Murray, R.A., instantly 
despatched Lieutenant Wood with two mounted troopers towarn 
the Quinsan garrison, and a mounted Jasoar. to Sungkiang to 
warn Macartney lest he should go down to meet the steamer, 
and so fall into a trap. A private letter was also sent to 
Macartney by a courier, giving an outline of the circumstances 
It was feared that on her way up the Firefly might have passed 
Macartney’s boat, and have been hailed by him, in which case. 
his seizure would have been inevitable. ‘The Firefly had on 
board, besides her own armament, a full inventory of guns, 
small arms, ammunition aud stores for the Tsetlee. The fears 
entertained for Macartney were, however, groundless, He 
fortunately escaped, and arrived safely at Gordon's head quar- 
tera, where he was awaiting the steamer when the news of 
her seizure arrived. 

A murder of « most revolting character, was committed on 
the Hongque side. Two Americans named White and 
Webster had formerly been in partnership in Shanghai. On 
the dissolution of this partnership, White asserted that 
Webster owed him a sum of money, to claim which he went 
on the evening of the 17th of November, to Webster's 
quarters. Both men seem to have been intoxicated. Webster, 
who was in bed, replied in an insulting way to White, and the 
latter immediately fired three shots at him. Webster died 
almost instantly, and White was arrested by the bystanders 
His trial came off, and he now lies under sentence of 
death, subject to the sauction of the American Minister. 

A very successful rifle meeting was got up by tho volunteers 
on the 18th Nov. ‘The weather, although exceedingly fine, 
was rather unfavourable for shooting. The wind was high and 
gusty, and the bright sun shining directly in the eyes of the 
competitors must have completely dazzled them. Notwith- 
standing these drawbacks, however, the shooting was very fair, 
especially that for the Garrison Cup, in which at the shorter 
distance only two or three of the competitors made a single 
miss, The shooting was still very good at the 500 yards, 
though the increased distance evidently told. Private Cann, 
the winnor, made two centres at this range. “Tho Farewell 
Cup,” given by Captain Panmure Gordon, to be shot for by the 
Rangers, was won by the donor ; but has been given by him to 
Private Lloyd, the second on the list. 

MAJOR GORDON’S FORCES. 

Gordon has seized two stockades north-east of Soo-chow, and 
about four miles from the city. These were situated opposite 
Li-ku, which he had mado his head-quarters temporarily, The 
rebels were strongly entrenched, and » stout resistance was ox- 


perienced. The storming party consisted of the first, third, 
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and fifth regiments (in all about thirteen “hundred men), under 
the command respectively of Majors Tumblety, Williams, and 
Brenvan. The rebel loss was very heavy, and Gordon’s men 
were also severely handled. We regret to learn the death of 
Captain Gibb of the 5th Regiment, who was shot through the 
heart while leading on the second company. Lieutenant Parker 
of the same regiment was also slightly wounded in the hand. 
‘The health of the tropps remains good, and the utmost confi- 
dence prevails amongst them. Ching with about five thousand 
men garrisons Wu-lung-chiao. Macartney’s position, up to the 
time of the seizure of the Firefly, was on the west side of the 
Great Lake. There he had the Firefly and a force of about 
two thousand men, while, still further to the westward, Major 
Rhode held a post with a large force of Mandarin soldiers. 
Gordon is now on the west of Soochow, having succeeded in 
capturing the stockades on that side. The communication 
with Nanking is cut off, and preparations are being rapidly made 
for the immediate bombardment of the city. 

The ball given by the Shanghai Volunteers was a decided 
success. One of Messrs. Fletcher and Co.’s new godowns was 
transformed as if by magic into a ball room. The ceiling and 
walls were most tastefully decorated with flags, and nothing 
was visible to remind us of such prosaic articles as chests of 
tea or bales of cotton. At one extremity of the room was 
erected a throne, evidently intended for the reception of the 
“ fairest fair.” , 

An increase of rowdyism is complained of on the Yang-tse. 
A large fire occurred on the 24th ult, on the premises of 
Messrs. Davies, Townend, and Co., when a number of loafers 
availed themselves of the opportunity to plunder large quantities 
of merchandise. The Yang-tse rowdies are fast becoming o 
perfect pest. Several vory suspicious looking craft with white 
mew on board have lately been noticed on the river. One in 
particular bad no less than sixteen foreigners on board, and 
showed twenty guns. 

The English troops who have lately been stationed at Tai- 
tsan and Quinsan, have returned to Shanghai. It is said that 
General Brown has not received sufficient encouragement from 
Sir F. Bruce to warrant him in keeping a force at Quinsan. If 
this be the case, the recall of the troops will not be a mera 
temporary measure. 

Li-hung-chang, the Futai, has negotiated a loan of twenty 
thousand tacls from a foreign house in the settlement. The 
money is to be repaid in two monthly instalmeuts of ten thou- 
sand taels each. This same mandarin, about a year ago, 
denounced the late Taotai for acting in a similar manner ; but 
has found that the necessities of the Government do not allow 
him to act up to his theories, 

The weather remains cold in and around Shanghai, the ther- 
mometer running down to 35 at night. The health of the 
community is much improved. 

We are very glad to record a mesting of the consuls and 
merchants to consider what means could be adopted for exter- 
miiiating the foreign pirates located at Shanghai, and on the 
Yang-tse. These people aro now more formidable than the 
Chinese pirates, against whom our peaceful merchants have 
quite enough to contend with, The following resolutions were 

after an amicable discussion :— 

‘That a committee bs named by the Consuls to draw up such regulations 
as may be thought necessary for the and order of the Settlement ; 
and that those Consuls who are not invested by their Governments with the 
power to deal summarily with dangerous characters, shall apply for such 
‘authority as is needed ; pending the receipt of which they shall take upon 
themselves the responsibility of action. That the Consuls of the Treaty 
Powers form the committee referred to in the foregoing resolution. Mr, 
Dent next suggested that the opportunity of this assembly might be taken 
for the purpose of discussing the dangerous condition of the American 
Settlement. Mr. Moore stated that he was aware that between two and 
three hundred Manilamen infest the purlieus of Honque, and that be has 
Teaton to hope a Spanish vessel of war will eventually be sent here for the 
parpote of removing these men. :

At the Consular Court, Shanghai, Captain Bellwood, of the 
barque Marquis of Argyle, was fined $260 for assaulting and 
using threatening language to Miss Jane Davies, a cabin pas- 
senger from London. The owners of the vessel wore also 
decreed against for $150 in consideration of their not having 
furnished Miss Davies with proper provisions during the 
voyage.

MALACCA STRAITS. \ 
BINGAPORE. 

Sir Hercules Robinson had arrived, for the purpose, 
as was announced some months back in The Lon- 
don and China Telegraph, of holding a commission, re- 
porting upon the condition of the Settlement, for the informa- 
tion of the Colonial Office. The commission would consist of 
Sir H. Robinson, Colonel Cavanagh and the Governor, the Resident 
Councillor, the Brigadier, and the Chief Engineer, should he 
return from Calcutta in time. Regret is expressed that the 
commission did not include some members of the mercantile 
community; for, should the report made have the effect of 
postponing the transfer of the Settlement into the hands of the 
Crown, considerable dissatisfaction would be felt. Colonel 
Cavauagh has already expressed the opinion that the revenues 
at present more than equal to the expenditure. An action 
for damages, tried in the Supreme Court, brought by 
the master of the French barque Salazs against the owners of 
the steamers John Bright, had resulted in a verdict against the 
steamer for dainages to the amount of $8,333, being the ex- 
tent of the interest of the pursuer in the ship, which was 
valued at $25,000. The case occupied the Court four days. 

The Dutch mail had brought the intelligence of the destrac- 
tion of another Federal vessel, the Contest, by the Alabama, in 
the Java Sea, off the “Northwatcher.” not fur from Batavia. 
It is also rumoured, bat it was believed without foundation, 
that a fourth ship, the Belvidere, from Manilla, has likewise 
been destroyed. ‘Ihe Contest was bound from Japan to New 
York, but her cargo was of little value, chiefly consisting of 
cotton rags. The United States steamer Wyoming, which is in 
pursuit of the 4/abama, came in on the 1st December, having 
on the way from Batavia seen nothing of her chase. She stayed 
in the harbour only 29 hours, but remained in the Straits five 
wiles to eastward, and in sight of town for several days, until the 
Dutch mail brought the news of the Alabama's whereabouts 
when she started off, The Wyoming isa fine steamer, heavily 
armed ; aud though she has been represented as having very 
dilapidated boilers unable to carry steam to drive her six 
knots an hour, she made alate display of speed which indicates 
@ very different condition. The Indore, a new steamer belong- 
ing to a Bombay Company, and bearing, it is said, some slight 
resemblance to the Alabama, after entering the Straits was 
steering for the anchorage, when the Wyoming came rapidly 
down on her, overhauling her though she was steaming at over 
ten knots, and sent a boat on board. The crew of the Contest 
were at Batavia.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tra.—Cantos: The business of the fortnight has been very limited. 
Congous are still to firmly held that settlements have been restricted to 
one full chop, and @ parcel equal to about one quarter of a chop, at rates 
which exhibit no margin on the latest London quotations. As might 
have been anticipated from the nature of the last home advices, Scented 
Teas have been cautiously dealt in; prices as yet, however, show no 
alteration. In Canton Teas little has been done. Of Country Greens, 
‘about three to four thousand half chests are looked for within the coming 
fortnight. 

Foo-cHow-Foo.—The settlements are thus reparted : — Congous : 
14,700 chests 23,200 half chests and 2,000 boxes at 6] taels to 14} taels 
for siftings to good common, 15} to 20 taels for coarse flavoury kinds, and 
21 to 23} taels for favoury. Souchongs: 300 chests and 100 half chests 
at 19 to 36 taels. Flowery Pekoc: 600 chests at 21 to 40 taels. 
Oolong: 8,500 half chests at 16 to 36 taels. Scented Teas: 2,200 
boxes at 9 to 28 taels. 

SuancHat.—Black : There has again been a very dull market during 
the past fortnight, and only 13 chops have been settled at prices showing 
a decline of fully one tacl on last quotations. The recent arrivals from 
Hangkow have been almost entirely composed of very common descrip- 
tions, and it is now evident that the season's supply has nearly come to an 
end. The remaining stock in this market, which consists of $2 chops, is 
generally firmly held. Settlements on the market, 13 chops or 5,978 
chests Oopacks, Oonabms, Ningchows and Hohows. Re-shipped on 
owners’ account, 8 chops, or 4,447 chests Oopacks, Oonahms, Ningchows, 
and Hohows—together 21 chops or 10,424 chests, making total Settle- 
ments to date 336,509 chests. Stock, waiting shipment, 12 chops and for 
re-sale 20 chops, together 32 chops. The quotations are for second and 
third crop Oopacks and Ningchows, Tis. 27} to Tis. 31 ; for second and 
third crop Oonahms, Tis, 22 to 27; for second and third crop Hohows, 
Tis, 18 to 22. Green.—Considerable shipments have come forward 
from Kewkiang during the fortnight, but the excessive prices asked by the 
holders to cover costs have checked business, and very few scttlements are 
reported : amongst these is a parcel of Fychow at hi. 33} and a parcel 
of common Moyune at Tis. 87. In Pingsueys and Shanghai packed a 
‘small business has been done at previous rates, 

Hanxow.— Supplies from the interior come in spatingly, which cir- 
eumstance has enabled the teamen to maintain the same degree of firm. 
ness as was previous advised. The advices from London, however, are of 
such an unfavourable complexion, that foreigners have in a measure 
retired from the market, which has yielded 5 mace. 























bales, purchased at similar prices to those last quoted. Dealers are very 
firm, and are by no means anxious to make sales. The receipts from up 
country have been very moderate, so that the stock is again reduced. The 
parcels now offered are very inferior, in every respect, and it is most 
difficult to select any desirable run. The settlements of the fortnight are 
reported at 1,000 bales, against 3,800 bales at corresponding fortnight 
of last season and 5,600 ditto the season before. The total comparative 
settlements to date stand thus :— Present season 26,000 bales ; last season, 
45,900 bales; the previous season, 37,600 bales. The comparative stocks 
at date stand thus:— Present season, 9,000 bales; last season, 20,000 
bales; season before 9,000 bales. The following are the latest quotations :— 
Tsatlecs, No. 2 chops, 450 to 460 tacls per picul ; No. 8, 430 to 440. 

Yoxouama.—Supplies have been moderate since our last, but all 
arrivals settled immediately at previous quotations, or nearly so. The last 
day or two arrivals have been larger, and there are 300 bales in the market 
to-day. 

Necasaxt.—Settlements of 60 piculs Hitchoxen at $430. Stocks 
50 piculs Hitchozen $480 asked ; none else on offer. 

Davee, &c.—Canton.—Cassia_Lignea, settlements of the fortnight 
100 piculs only at $17.50. Stock 500 piculs. Cassia Oil, the cet 
still continues bare. Cassia Buds lot of 20 at 30 pls, bas arrived down 
which is held at $57. Star Aniseed and Aniseed Oil, no supplies have 
come forward. Rhubarb, afamall lot arrived and was picked up at $60, 
there is no stock. Gamboge, still without supplies. China Root, no 
settlements rey |, stock 400 piculs, Vermillion, little doing at $4250 
per box. China Galls, stock 100 piculs, held at $12.75. 

Raw Corron.—SuancHat.—The first contracts were made at 
about 14 taels for early delivery. But the market hardened daily, until 
the fact became manit that the yield was very deficient. The result 
was that the natives had to enter the market to complete their contracts 
with foreigners, against rash shippers and wild speculators whom the 
peculiar turn of events had called forth and the rate has consequently 
advanced to 22 taels, about equal to 163d. laid down in Liverpool! 
About half of the native contractors have failed and have closed their 
establishments. Even at this unheard of quotation. little can be bad 
for immediate delivery, and a system of adulteration is being 
largely practised which tends to shake confidence in transactions 
in the article. There seems to be little doubt that although 
the culture bas been extended, yet that the yield is very defective—pro- 
bably not more than one half per acre of what it was last season. Al- 
though all hopes of extensive shipments from China to Great ‘Britain 
must for the present be abandoned, still the excessive rate now ruling will 
undoubtedly so stimulate culture, as to cause avery large yield next sea- 
ton, should the crops not fail again. During the fortnight seven ships 
have been despatched to Great Britain, carrying over 23,000 pls. A vast 
number of ships are on the berth, but under present circumstances they 
may have difficulty in loading. It should be observed that the Southern 
ports, which usually draw their supplies from India, must now derive 
them from the North. 























CHINA IMPORTS. 

Cotton Yasn is nominally quoted higher, both in this market and in 
Canton, but the article does not at present meet with any inquiry, and 
the sales reported are limited in Hong Kong to 35 bales, while from 
Canton there are not any transactions to notice. 

Gasy Swiatines.—Although there is no demand amongst the native 
dealers, who affirm that the prices demanded are much higher than they 
can afford to pay, have met with very active inquiry at the hands of 
foreigners for the purpose of re-shipment to the Straitsand India, and the 
business of the fortnight has been almost unprecedentedly large, amount- 
ing to fully 40,000 pieces at an established advance upon the quotations 
given in last circular of at least 15 cents per piece. 

Write Suiatrvcs are also quoted higher, although the business done 
in them has been restricted to 2,300 pieces purchased by the Chinese, and 
500 pieces taken by a foreign firm. 

T-Ctorus, which have also advanced materially in value, bave been 
entirely neglected by the native dealers, but have been largely dealt in 
on foreign account, and the settlements of the past fortnight are estimated 
at 82,0000 pieces. 

AMERICAN Dntt.ts.—The market is quite bare of these goods, and the 
quotations must be regarded as quite nominal; they would, however, be 
readily paid were the goods procurable.

DECISION FOR PEACE IN JAPAN. 

Tae change in the policy of the Japanese Government, from 
threats of expulsion, and preparation for hostilities, to a cor- 
dial arrangement of all differences, and liberal settlement of all 
claims, appears not to have been finally resolved on till just 
before the departure of the present mail. There have evi- 
dently been so many influences at work, the exact value of each 
of which Europeans find, it for the present impossible 
to estimate, that this sudden; revulsion of feeling is 
bewildering, even to those most deeply interested in 
comprehending its source and possible duration, And yet 
@ connected narrative of the course of events may enable 
us to reckon up the. pieces on the board, even if we are 
still unable to follow thé complication of the moves. At 
the Goroato’s conference, on the 24th October with Myn- 
EER VON PouesBrork, the Minister of the Netherlands, 
and General Paurn, the United States Minister, after announcing 
that “the order of Jexpulsion issued by and through On- 
“ @assaWARA was retracted,” the Gorocio went on to say that 
“ if trade continued on in Yokohama, a rebellion would ensue 
“ in the country, and that therefore the trade must be trans- 
“ferred to Nagasaki and Hakodadi.” To put the climax 
to the whole,and to evince the determination, once for 
all, to have done with the detested foreigners by de- 
stroying the main attraction to their commerce, the rumour 
became current in Yokohama—a piece of intelligence, it was 
said, indeed, the accuracy of which it was impossible to doubt 
—that “ the authorities had peremptory orders for the destruction 
«© of three-fourths of all the aitk-cocoons in the country!” That 
there was no foundation for such a report, wo will not under- 
take to say. Suffice it that though our dates are three or four 
weeks later than this rumour, nothing more is heard of it. 

Now, the entire spirit of the scene undergoes a change. The 
next thing we learn is that the Tycoon has made his peace 
with the Mixapo, and would shortly return to Miako. Satsuma, 
with the concurrence and through the intervention of the 
Tycoon’s officials, entreats a conference with Colonel Neate. 
This conference is continued from the 9th November through 
various adjournments, and ends in the complete and satisfac- 
tory arrangement of all difficulties with that potent, and, we 
expect it will turn out, noble-bearted Prince. To show his 
real feelings towards foreigners, and Englishmen in par- 
ticular, he announces his determination to send some of 
his young men to England for education. The people 
of Yedo are in raptures at the certainty that there is to be no 
farther talk of expelling the foreigners ; and their Governors 
notify to them that in future no restrictions are to be placed 
in the way of them trafficking with foreigners, and that they are 
to be left to take what supplies they please into the market, 
every man being at liberty to follow his own judgment, and to 
be checked solely by his own portal Distrust, defiance, and 
menace have disappeared with the rapidity of the transforma- 
tion scene in a pantomime, and their place is supplied by con- 
fidence, shaking of hands, and cordiality. Such is the new 
year’s offering brought us from Japa

SHERARD OSBORN AND PRINCE KUNG. 


Caprarn SHErarp Osporn is singularly favoured of gods and 
men, and luckily he is equal to his good fortune. A meaner 
spirit might have clung to the letter of his agreement—the 
penalty of the bond—and have lost caste and reputation by 
insisting on his pound of flesh, even when fate itself had ap- 
pealed to him. There have not been wanting those who re- 
garded him as a gentlemanly, well-informed buccaneer, content 
to accept suit and service with even a barbarian Power, which 
would purchase his sword. Our latest advices absolve him from 
this reproach. Like the chivalrous, if somewhat impulsive 
gentleman that he is, so soon as he found that (as we antici- 
pated but four short weeks ago) the desertion of the rebels by 
their [European leaders would bring into relief all that Tartar 
cunning from which we have already suffered so much, he at 
once withdrew from his self-imposed task. The news now is 
that he is on his way back to England, where, it is no secret, 
this last phase of his eccentric career will bring him far more 
credit than the most successful efforts to maintain the Mandarin 
prestige. We must now consider what is likely to be the upshot 
of this fiasco. We never doubted that the very first gleam of 
success would develop that innate treachery which is the bane 
of Chinese diplomacy. Prince Kune, for .all his appreciation 
of English enterprise, cannot be unfaithful to the traditions in 
which he has been brought up. 

Well! and what of the crews? Are they to take suit and 
service with the Chinese? If so, we distinctly see another 
Chinese war at no very great distance off. What a post- 
captain in H.M.’s navy may do by uo means governs what 
lesser offenders may do, and as soon as the war commences 
there will be instances of maltieatment of British subjects, 
which Mr, Townsenp was right in asserting will inevitably lead 
to a severe lesson in humanity being taught to the Chinese, 
The Tartar Court can see the ends of their noses as well as the 
average of Englishmen ; the difficulty is that, though statesmen, 
they cannot see further, aud the tortures that laid low Bowzsr 
and his fellow sufferers, and had nearly sacrificed the valuable 
life of such a man as Sir Harney PaRKss, are surely destined for 
the less prominent victims of the Chinese Court, which, judging 
by its own experiences, deems that a great country cares 
nothing for the blood or suffering of its humblest children. 
Captain Ossory has come home ; so did General ASHBURNHAM 
at the time of the Indian mutiny; so did Napotgzon from 
Moscow. We have yet to learn what arrangements have been 
made for the British subjects who will be seduced into 
entering that service from which their leader has retired, thus 
swelling the ranks of the rowdies now in the employ of the 
Mandarins and rebels, We look with great solicitude on this 
point, although we fear that nothing will put a stop to the foreign 
blackguardism now mixed up with the unhappy rebellion. We 
have, however, a right to look to Mr. Lay and Captain Ospory 
to sce that the officers and meu of the defunct fleet are re- 
moved from the scene, and we believe that their best efforts will 
be used to effect this, otherwise the pains bestowed on the 
expedition will indeed be one of the greatest curses of the 
rebellion. 

The result of this most ill-advised expedition is precisely 


what we should have expected, though we had not expected the _ 


mask to be thrown off with such precipitation. It must 
henceforth be definitely understood that whatever arrange- 
ments are to be made with the Council at Peking must be 
supposed to be made in some moment of dire peril, and that 
the at best rather casuistical doctrine of compulsory oaths in en- 
gagoments being valueless, is to be held in their caso to be 
binding on third parties. It is not an encouraging prospect. 
Half the wars waged by Great Britain have been entered on to 
avenge the faithlessness of parties to some treaty. Until the 
great morul,as well as legal doctrine, gui facit per alios facit 
per se—the basis of all agency—is thoroughly understood in 
China, we must expect such consequences as have now over 
taken the Anglo-Chinese flotilla. As we have now had most 
convincing proof that the ruling Powers at Peking will not be 
advised or at least bound by Western ideas in quelling the re- 
bellion, let us own our defeat and return to the statu quoante, 
We trust that Earl Russext will not lose a moment in rescind- 
ing the Quren’s order in Council which enabled SHERARD Os- 
Bory, his officers and men to enter the Chinese service, and 
that his lordship has armed Sir Harry Parkes (whom we are 
glad to see returns by the mail of the 11th inst.) to forbid all 
British subjects serving either Imperials or rebels. Let us not

COLONEL SYKES ON JAPAN. 


So few members of the House of Commons evince a disposition 
to pay that attention to the affairs of the Far East which 
their commercial importance and political interest demand, that 
we are glad to see the gallant representative for Aberdeen ex- 
tending to Japan that spirit of supervision and protest which 
we have so often had to signaliso as being ever on the gui vive, 
on his part, in reference to China. We are pleased, therefore, 
to have a letter from his pen devoted to Japan, and are sure, 
from the Colonel’s inflexible habit of following up a subject he 
has once assailed, that we shall have the gratification of insert- 
ing others from him on a topic of which Englishmen are so 
much in need of information. We wish we could admit that 
the writer has done anything to dispel the general ignorance by 
the outpouring before us. Perhaps he has himself but just 
commenced his researches into the history of Japan, which may 
account for the mistiness of the story the letter purposes to 
trace out, and, as the half-informed are generally the most 
positive, for the very decided tone of the conclusions arrived at 
in the close of the epistle, Never mind ; further investigation 
will, we hope, enable the Colonel to be more certain as to his facts, 
and, we sincerely trust, alter his judgment. His letter clearly 
shows, what he perhaps did not intend, that nothing whatever 
is accurately known of Japanese history. The main fact on 
which the Colonel builds his theory is stated by one authority 
to have occurred in the twelfth century, and by another in the 
Sfteenth. What is meant, may we ask, too, by the immutability 
of the Japanese laws? An immutability, that dates from the 
year 1598, at the earliest! So applied, the word has no mean- 
ing. Every mail we receive from Japan brings home to us more 
strikingly the singular similarity that exists between the feudal 
constitutions of that distant country and those that prevailed in 
Europe in the thirteenth and two following centuries. “ There is 
nothing new under the sun.” A very cursory search into the 
records of those times will show that an outrage comm‘tted by a 
great feudatory did not pass unpunished by a foreign prince, be- 
cause it was committed bya feudatory. It is true, it often pro- 
duced, and was held to justify, war with the superior who could 
not or would not restrain his vassal. Possibly, the Tycoon may 
have exceeded his power in making the treaty, We will not 
pretend to say whether he did so or not; we corfess our 
utter incompetency to answer the doubt ; but our incom- 
petency is shared by Coloncl Sykes, the Professor of 
Chinese at King’s College, and every other European. Our 
right is to enforce the treaty : the right of the Mikado may be 
to punish the Tycoon for making it. That is his business. At 
present, as far as is known in England, the Mikado has dis- 
owned neither the treaty nor the ‘I'ycoon. Whenever he does 
that, we shall have means of learning, no doubt, what custom, 
or law, or immutable institution gives him such paramount 


sway. 

Sra,—I read with great interest the letter in the Aberdeen Herald, dated 
Saturday the 28th Nov., and headed “Kagosima.” [tis written in a 
candid spirit, and puts the antagonistic views of the English and Japanese 
faitly before the public ; and I beg to express my concurrence in the 
a ion you record, that we owe our present difficulties with Japan, and 

late lamented. bloodshed, very much to our “ Anglicus sum" arro- 
gance. By international law we are entitled to insist upon the fulfilment 
of the terms of a treaty made with the potential ruler of any State or 
country ; and had we ratified a treaty ‘with the acknowledged Emperor of 
Japan, we should be justified in exacting full reparation for injuries from 
all the subjects of that Emperor. But as far as my reading extends, it 
does not seem to me that we have a treaty at all with the Emperor of Japan, 
whose proper title is the “ Mikado,” and who resides at the capital ity 
of Miako, and not at Yedo. We have indeed a treaty dated Yedo, July 
11, 1859, with a potentate, the first article of which’ runs as follows :— 
«Phere shall be perpetual peace and friendship between Her Majesty the 
Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, her heirs 
and successors, and His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan, and between their 
respective dominions and subjects ;” and elsewhere in the treaty he is always 
spoken of as “ His Majesty the Tycoon." But more than this, Her Ma. 
feoy was advised in her reply dated Balmoral, 31st May, 1862, to a letter 

m the Tycoon, announcing the despatch of his envoys to England, to 
address him “ Your Imperial Majesty.” We necessarily ask, in what re- 
lation this « Imperial Majesty” stands to the admitted Emperor of Japan 
at Miako? Has he co-ordinate authority, or has he independent secular 











authority, while the authority of the Emperor at Miako is limited to spiri- 
tual matters? If we turn over the scanty leaves of the few European 
authors who have endeavoured to teach us something about Japan, its go- 
vernment, and people, we shall gather conflicting information. 

From fabulous times, 660 5.c., Japan has had an Emperor at its head. 
‘That Empire now comprises an archipelago of 3,850 islands, great and small, 
inhabited and uninhabited. Like the neighbouring Emperor of China, 
the Emperor united in bis own person secular and spiritual powers, which 
is not only customary with Buddhist rulers, as exemplified in the case of 
the Llama of Thibet, but has characterised other rulers, ancient and 














mode! fora Roman Emperor was Pontifex Maximus, and a modern 
ruler is Emperor and Pope in Russia, and the Pope is secular and spiritual 
Sovereign in Rome. Japan, the etymology of which is said to be Jih. 





pun, Chinese words meaning “land of the rising sun,” has had its civil 
wars and changes of dynasties; and about the middle of the fifteenth 
century the sceptre fell to a boy and the regency to his grandfe 
confined his grandson and usurped his throne. This produced a 
Yoritimo, one of the most distinguished characters in Japanese history, 
espoused the cause of the imprisoned Emperor, and finally succeeded in 
restoring him, and was created Sio-i-dai Siogoun, or ‘ generalissimo fight- 
ing against the barbarians."* The executive power remained in Yoritimo’s 
hands for twenty years, and on his death his titles and office descended to 
his son, and became ‘hereditary ; but the investiture of succeysors was 
always given by the Emperor at Miako, and there was no open claim to 
equal rights of sovereignty. Such is the origin of the “officia’” whom 
we have designated “Imperial Majesty,” and whose title of Siogoun 
foreigners would seem to have converted into “ Tycoon"—the latter word 
not occurring in Kempfer, nor in “ Commodore Perry's Expedition to 
Japan.” But the office of Siogoun became an object of rival ambition ; 
and about the middle of the sixteenth century two brothers, descended 
from Yoritimo, aspired to the office. The princes of the Empire took 
part with one or the other, and it ended in the death of both brothers. 

‘he Prince of Owari seized the offiee, and his success was assured by the 
ability of a man of humble origin of the name of Hide-yosi, or Fide-yosi ; 
and the reigning Mikado confirined Prince Owari. Shortly afterwards he 
was murdered, and the office usurped; and the usurper, meeting with a 
like fate, in the midst of the confusion, Fide-yosi seized the office himself, 
and the frightened Emperor confirmed him, and he took the name of 
Tayko-sama, or the Lord Tayko. He exercised great power, and was 
about to invade China, when he died in the year 1598, aged sixty-three, 
But Tayko-sama left an only son, six years old, and he had married him 
to the granddaughter of the Prince of Micava, who, however usurped 
the office himself, and to this day his descendaat i functions 
of Siogoun. The fate of the son of Tayko is involved in mystery, 
Since that period, the office and power of the Siogoun has continued in 
the same family, notwithstanding contests, assassinations, and suicides ; and 
it now remains to be considered whether the present Siogoun has the 
power to bind the Emperor, and the princes and population of the 
empire, by treaty and stipulations made in his own name. 

It is stated there are 604 Jurisdictions; that is to say, 604 nobles, with 
Courts Baron” like our own, I suppose, in feudal times ; and those 
nobles exercised more or less of independent authority, according to the 
number of troops each could bring into the field; but all parties, Emperor, 
Siogoun, and Princes, are all equally subject to the immutable laws of 
Japan, one of which Lord Russell admits, is despatch dated 6th June, 
1862, to be the Outlawry of all foreigners. _ With this admission of an 
immutable law, a treaty, whether granted by Emperor or Siogoun, would 
seem to be waste paper. But, putting aside this view, we find from “ the 
logic of facts,” that the Siogoun is still amenable to the will of the Em- 
peror at Miako; for the Gorogio or Council of the Siogoun at Yedo, told 
Colonel Neale on the 18th of August, 1862, that the Siogoun had gone to 
Miako to sce the Emperor; and the local English newspapers said he was 
kept a prisoner at Miako for some time Moreover, Colonel 
ports to Lord Russell on the 30th September, 1862, that on ingui 
far the Prince of Satsuma, whose followers had murdered Mr. Richardson 
on the Tocaido, was amenable to the authority of the Tycoon and Govern- 
ment of Japan, the Minister for Foreign Affairs “ explicitly avowed that 
they could not exercise any act directed against the person of the Prince 
or any of his adherents, when within his own domains, even should it be- 
come necessary that any arrests should be effected by the agents of the 
supreme Government in connection with the recent outrage ;” and with 
respect to some customs duties matters, the Ministers tell Colonel Neale ~ 
“ It requires time to make analagous arrangements with other Governments, 
We cannot explicitly reply now.” Here is at once an omission on the part 
of “his Imperial Majesty the Tycoon” that he cannot order even petty 
custorn-house regulations beyond his own domains. It would seem many 
of the Japan princes are as powerful and as independent as the Tycoon, 
and exercise similar rule in their own domains, and this, with occasional 
exceptional periods, would seem to have beeu tho case from early times. 
Kempfer, although he cails the Siogoun “ Imperial Majesty,” says—“ The 
Princes of the Empire assumed an absolute power in the government of 
their dominions and principalities—entered into alliances for their own 
defence, and carried on war one against another.” 

At the present moment, we gather from the letter of the Minister of the 
Prince Satsuma to Colonel Neale, published in the North China Herald 
of the 19th September, 1863, while admitting that the Provincial Govern- 
ments of Japan are subordinate to the Yedo Government, that the 
journey to Yedo of Prince Satsuma’s uncle (whose retainers killed Mr. 
Richardson) was for the purpose of conciliating the two Courts of Yedo 
and Keoto. That Satsuma had sufficient claim to the dignity and power 
of a“ Court,” the reception our fleet met with at Kagosima testifies. But, 
independently of the quasi-royal state of the Daimios, we find that even 
the subjects of the Yedo Government (his Imperial Majesty the Tycoon) 
consider that the Mikado or Emperor at Miako still possesses executive 
powers; for in a Nagasaki paper, dated 5th September, 1863, it is stated 
that the Prince of Honmora was appointed by the Tycoon of Yedo 
Governor of Nagacaki, in supersession of Oo-Koo-Boo Bung-no Kami, 
the existing governor, who was popular with both Japanese and foreigners; 
and, in consequence, “the native people sent a sort of petition to the 
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* Kempfer, in hi 


”" edition of 1723, refers this event to the 12th century, and 
says Yorlumo was 


goun or Crown-General, and died in 1199, a.D. 





Mikado Emperor, at Miako, requesting the Government to allow the 
superseded governor to remain as governor of this place; and lately each 
‘of the streets appointed one man, and about forty men went to Miako to 
beg of the Mikado to allow the old governor to come back, but he has not 
returned up to the present time.” 
Of course, the people of Nagasaki would not have petitioned the Em- 
r unless in the belief that he had secular power to set aside the 
‘ycoon's ( Siogoun) appointment. On the whole. there is sufficient grounds 
for believing, although the provincial Governments may be nominally 
subordinate to the “ Crown-General,” as Kempfer calls him, at Yedo, he 
is himself subordinate to the Mikado or Emperor at Miako; consequently 
be had no power to bind the Emperor by the stipulations of a treaty 
which he personally entered into with foreign Governments; anil he had 
no power to bind the other Princes of the Empire; in short, we have no 
claim to speak of treaty rights with the Emperor of Japan; we have, in- 
deed, a treaty with the chief feudal Prince, but that treaty has not been 
ratified by his Suzerain! : 
Finally, in testimony that [am not alone in the conclusion at which I 
ave arrived, I annex the opinion of the Professor of Chinese at King's 
College, London, the Rev. J. Summers, wto says, in reference to our 
not having secured for Englishmen freedom of travel in Japan, page 245, 
“Chinese and Japanese Repository ”:— Because the agent of the Japa- 
nese Government had not power to grantit. The truth was, the Tycoon’s 
dominion and authority could not extend beyond a certain point. The 
great Daimios, the rulers of the provinces, could forbid it, The Mikado 
or Emperor ‘would not sanction such a diversion from Japanese rule, and 
here we are actually at war with Japan because our agents out there did 
not Anow with whom they had to deal, The great officer at Yedo, the 
‘Tycoon, was dealt with as with an Emperor when he ought to have been 
known that he is, as his name implies, ‘ Generalissimo,’ whose office is 
hereditary, and whose power extends no further than that of a Governor- 
General abroad, whose acts may or may not be sanctioned and confirmed 
by the central Government."— Your obedient servant, W. H. Syxxs, 
47, Albion-street, Hyde-park, 12th Dec., 1863. 























STEAMERS &c, FOR THE CHINA TRADE. 

One of the vessels building on the Clyde under the super- 
intendence of Captain Blow and Messrs. Robinows and Majori- 
Danks, the agents for Messrs, Trautman and Co., Shanghai, 
has been launched from the yard of Messrs. {Blackwood and 
Gordon, Port Glasgow, and named the Yuen Tvs Fee (signifying 
good and quick profits). This vessel is a screw of 627 tons 
and 100 H.P., her dimensions being—length, 190 ft., beam 26, 
depth.12 ft. 6 in. Capt. Stocks, late of the Jsland Queen, is 
eugaged to take command, and proceed to Shanghai in about 
month. The second vessel, now building, will be also ready 
to launch shortly. 

Another clipper has been launched by Messrs, Robert Stecle 
and Co., on Clyde, called the Taiping, for Alexander Rodger, 
Esq. The Taiping is 720 tons register, length 186 ft. beam 
31, and depth 20. She has been built on the new composite 
principle of iron frame and wooden planking, the latter being 
of greenheart and teak, and secured to the frames by metal screw 
bolts made of Elliot's phosphorated metal. Sho will be classed 
14 years A 1 at Lloyd’s, and will be commanded by Captain 
M‘Kinnon, late of the Ellen Rodger, 

Capt. Bowers, late of the White Adder, has, we hear, been 
appointed to the command of the steamer Busheer, noticed in 
late issue for the Rangoon, Calcutta, and Singapore line.

THE HONG KONG BLUE-BOOK. 

The annual Blue-Book, containing the reports of the Go- 
vernors of the British colonies, called for “With a View to 
exhibit generally the Past and Present State of Her Majesty's 
Colonial Possessions,” bas just been issued. The present volume 
contaius the reports for 1861. Sir Hercules Robinson accom- 
panies his various returns with the following excellent summary 
of their contents, which bears date the 6th of June, 1862. The 
result is shown to be satisfactory under each head embraced 
in the returns. Hong Kong is entitled to take a brilliant rank 
among our colonies, as one that has no public debt whatever, and, 
better still, had at the close of the year under consideration, 
assets of revenue exceeding the liabilities by nearly £33,000, 

Revenue And Exrenvitune.—The financial condition of the colony 
is most satisfactory, The revenue of 1861 excceds that of 1860 by 
£33,058. 7s., and is nearly double that of 1859, being respectively— 
1¥59, 465,225. 6s. Qd. ;° 1860, £94,182. 16s. 3d.; 1861, £127,241, 
Se. Sd. The expenditure for the same period has also increased, being 
for—1859, £66,109, Ss. 9d.; 1860, £72,390, 12s. 10d.; 1861, 
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£109.632. 0s. 9d. The increase in the revenue will be seen to be 
mainly under the heads of “ Rents” and “Licences.” The premiums 
‘on the leases sold during last year, in consequence of the increase in the 
population and the consequent enormous rise in the value of land, realised 
£36,374, against £18,182 in 1860, being an increase under this head 
alone of £18,192. ‘The permanent increase in the rent roll of the colony 
during the same period was £2,747. The monopoly for preparing and 
selling opium realised last year £12,412, against £10,993 in the previous 
year. In short, the returns show an increase under almost every head 
of revenue, aud they are all to be explained by the increase of the popu- 
lation, which was found at the close of cach of the last three years to 
be—1859. 86.941 ; 1860, 94,917; 1861, 119,321. ‘The increase in the 
expenditure is attributable partly to the augmentation of the establish. 
ments, rendered necessary by the growth of the colony, but chiefly to the 
large outlay upon public works. The expenditure of last Tar be 
classed as follows :—Ordinary expenditure, £64,143. 15s, 11d. public 
works, £45,488. 4s. 10d. ; total. £109,632. Os. 9d. ; being less than the 
revenue of the year by £17,609. 2s. G\d., thus—Revenue of 1861, 
£127,241. 9s. 3d. ; expenditure, £109,692, Os. 9d. ; excess of revenue 
over expenditure, £17,609. 2s. Gd. A statement of the actual financial 
condition of the colony at the close of the last year shows that at thet 
date the assets exceeded the liabilities by £82,781. 178. 4d. Of this 
balance £61,550 was deposited in the chartered banks, beari 
from 5 to 6 per cent. per annura, 
The prospect for the current year is equally satisfactory, I subjoin a

fin estimate for 1862, from which it will be see 
standing a proposed expenditure during the present year on public works 
‘of £50,000, it is calculated that at the close of the year there will still be

requiring any special report. The greater portion of the gaol as now 
contemplated on the present site is finished, and but one section now re- 
mains to complete what may be designated the Bridewell ; this will be 
finished at the end of the present year. The waterworks are progressing ; 
the reservoirs and tanks are approaching completion ; and as the whole of 
the pipes and other materials have arrived, and the main already laid, 
there is no doubt that this service also will be satisfactorily finished by the 
end of the year. The Lock Hospital appears to answer its purpose, and 
the school-house and police-station referred to were for the village of 
Showkewan, which is increasing, and likely to be a place of some im, 
portance for the Chinese employed in the export of salt fish, 

Roaps, Streets, anv Buipcrs.—The principal work under this 
head was the Praya opposite the public streets, abutting upon it, and for 
portions of Government land adjacent also. The work has been carried 
on in conjunction with the Crown tenants under special arrangements as 
regards the land reclaimed. A very considerable portion is finished, and 
both sections, east and west of the parade ground a: ‘ary Hospital, 
will be completed by the end of the year, forming a continuous sea-road 
of one and a-quarter miles east, and one and a-half miles west.” The in- 
id roads and streets were principally at the west extension of the city, 

intended for the opening up of that area to render it accessible and 
available for building purposes. A large and expensive undertaking in 
connection with the streets was the drainage, not only for the general 
wants of the houses, but for the discharge of the enormous quantity and 
rapid Gow of rain during floods—a difficult and expensive undertaking on 
80 steep a site, with a rocky, Icose, and treacherous soil to deal with. 
Landing piers for cargo boats and public steps were also provided under 
this he itable lucalities as the Praya work was in execution. 
Lanp axp House PurcHaseD.—The system of education approved 
of for Chinese requiring the establishment of a central school, a house 
with a sufficiency of land attached for additional erections, was purchased 
in the most convenient locality. The school has been opened since the 
commencement of the present year, and is giving satisfaction, The pro- 
posals for supplying gas to this city, referred to in my report of last year, 
and since then approved by your Grace, I fear, will not be carried into 
effect, as there appears to be an entire misunderstanding between the 
proposer of the scheme and the company forming in London, who were 
to furnish the requisite funds. Should the proposer fail to satisfy the 
Surveyor-General, in accordance with his agreement, of his intention to 
proceed with the works on the terms agreed to, the concessions made by 
me will be cancelled, when I shall be at liberty to make other arrange- 
ments with other persons who have stated their willingness to undertake 
such a service. 

Lecist ation. — Five ordinances were passed during the last year, but 
none of them of sufficient importance to call for any special remark here. 

Porvt.atiox.—'the Registrar-General’s returns. continue to show im- 
provement under almost every head, On the night of the 3lst December 
last the population was found to consist of—Males, 87,945 ; females, 
81,876; total, 119,321, being an increase of 20,404 on the census of the 

revious year, a portion of which is attributable to the acquisition of Kow- 
von Peninsula, the population of which is estimated for the first time in 
the accompanying reurns. Of the population of 119,321, 30,909 were 
found to be living on the water in 4.284 boats, and 88,412 on shore in 
6,183 houses, making a total of 10,467 tenements, ‘The population con- 

























































sists of Chinese and’ foreigners in the following proportion :—Chinese, 
116,380; other than Chinese, 2,941; total, 119,821. The other than

Surrema.—The Harbour-Master’s returns show that, exclusive of 
men-of-war, beet steamers fon Canton and Lee and Chinese craft of 
all descriptions, 1,259 vessels, ting 658,196 tons, and belonging to 
$1 aiterent ‘nations, entered the harbour of Hong Kong during the past 
ear. Of these 1,014 vessels of 520,500 tons entered with cargoes, and 
vessels of 137,696 tons in ballast. The return of tonnage of vessels 
arriving last year shows a decrease of 217,008 as compared with the pre- 
vious year, but an increase of 31,660 tons on the year 1859, which last 
offers the fairest comparison. as the large number of transports taken up 
for the expedition to the north in 1860 made that year altogether an ex- 
ceptional case, American tonnage bas, it will be observed, decreased, 
while British sbipping bas increased Proportional . ‘This may be in 
some measure duc to the disturbed state of America, but doubiless the late 
treaty is showing itself in the extended commerce of Great Britain in these 
seas. 

Enronatiow.—During the past year 37 vessels, aggregating 38,852 
tons, and carrying 12,840 emigrants, of whom 993 were females, left this 

rt for the following places :—23 for San Francisco, with males, 7,101; 

Jen, 633; total, 7,734. 6 for Sydney, with males, 2,809; 6 for 
Demerara, with males, 1,937; females, ; total, 2,297, Total emi- 
gration :— Males, 11,847; females, 988; being a decrease of 11 sbi 
and 2,543 emigrants on the numbers of 1860. But this is explained 
2,088 emigrants having gone in 1860 to the newly-diseovered gold fiel 
of British Columbia, while there are none to that colony for the last year; 
and there is also a decrease of emigrants to the Australian colonies. The 
California returns show an increase of 494; and to the British West 
Indies there has been an increase of 964 emigrants during the year 
1861. During the same period 2,167 Chinese have returned to the 
colony en route for their homes in China from the following places :— 

From Sydney and 
Melbourne, males, 958; from Singapore, males, 28; total, 3167 As 
‘an instance of the wealth which these enterprising and industrious people 
acquire at the gold fields, I may instance the ship Minerva, which arrived 
here from Melbourne in September last with 350 Chinese passengers in 
possession of gold to the value of about £43,000. 

Sanrrany.—The Colonial Surgeon's report, with the tables altached 
to it, show that the past year bas been marked by the absence of violent 
‘extremes of temperature, and that the inhabitants of the colony have ex- 
perienced even a greater share of health than in the two immediately pre- 
ceding years, which were themselves 10 remarkable for their healthfulness.

His Grace the Duke of Newcastle, K.G., &c. 

Porvtation.—The summary of the Registrar-General’s statistics 
shows that in the year 1861 the number of European houses was 1,244, 
and of Chinese, 4,999; to which must be added 4,284 boats, making the 
total number of tenements 10,467. The population consisted of 87,945 
males and 31,376 females, making a total ot 119,321, of whom 116,380 
were Chinese. The population has gone on increasing from the year 
1851, when it was but 33,983, The greatest spring was in 1855, when 
the number takes a jump from 55,715 in the preceding year to 71,790. 
‘The increase from 1860 to 1861 was also large, the population for the 
former year being 94,917, and for the latter, 119,321. 








LABUAN. 

The Colonial-office Blue-Book gives us no information, we 
regret to say, respecting our interesting possession of Labuan. 
Governor Callaghan states, in his letter to the Duke of New- 
castle, that there “was no time before the departure of the 
mail to prepare a report. The consequence is that as the 
various papers makivg up the particular “ Blue-Book” of each 
colony are not published in the general volume issued by the 
Colonial-office, the public are deprived of learning anything 
whatever about the condition of Labuan during 1861. 





‘THE TELEGRAPH ROUTE THROUGH SIBERIA TO 
PEKING. 

Tux telegraph wires in Siberia have been extended from 
Omak to Irkutsk. As we have before informed our read ers, 
it is expected that the lines will be completed to Kiachta in all 
this year. The remaining part of the distance from Kiachta to 
Peking, across Mongolia, will then engage consideration. It is 
announced that the Russian Government has agreed with the 
Chinese on its adoption. 





KETURN TROOPS FROM COCHIN-CHINA. 

The steam tranport Garonne arrived at Cherbourg the 25th Dec. from 
Cochin-China, She left Saigon with passengers on the 20th of August, 
St. Denis in the island of the Reunion on the 27th of October, where she 
took passengers. She subsequently touched at the Cape of Good Hope, 
where she likewise took in passengers, 

The steam frigate Cacique arrived at Toulon from Alexandria on the 
24th ult, having on board 400 military passengers from China and 
Cochin-China, who arrived at Suez by the steam transport Japon. The 
greater number are invalids, and for that reason the commander of the 
Cacique found it necessary to proceed with great caution, to touch at 
Messina, and to remain at anchor for twenty-four hours behind Cape Corse 
to avoid the heavy sea then running, which began to incommode the sick. 
The Japon lost forty-three of her passengers between Saigon and Suez, 
but owing to the precautions on board the Cacigue four deaths only oc- - 
curred between Alexandria and Toulon. As none of the sick were 
afflicted with contagious diseases, the Cacigue obtained pratique imme- 
diately on entering the port. They were then removed to the military 
and naval hospitals, Some officers in excellent health arrived in the 
Cacique ; they had many years’ service in the unhealthy climate of Cochin- 
China, and are now retired. : 












Tue Murpers on Boarp THe “ Frowgry Lanp" rrom Lonpon 
To Stncarone.—The five men who were brought home from Monte 
Video in the Brazil mail steamer Parana, and landed at Southampton, 
charged with the murder of the captain and some of the crew of the ship 
Flowery Land, and scuttling the vessel, were taken before the Southamp- 
ton magistrates for examination. There are in all ten of the crew 
implicated in the crimes, five of whom, with two witnesses, were sent 
away from Monte Video in the steamer Uruguay for Liverpool, and the 
other five, also accompanied by two witnesses, came home in the Parana. 
The British Consul was afraid to send them all in one batch, they being 
such a desperate set of characters, and offered to send a file of soldiers 
to keep guard over them, but the above arrangement was ultimate! 
adopted. The men brought by the Parana were heavily manacled. Their 
names are Marco Varto, a native of the lonian Istands; Marciliano De 
Laeroix, a Greek; Miguel Lopes, a Malay; George Carlos, and Jobn 
Williams, three of them being men of colour. The magistrates on the 
bench were Messrs. J. R. Stebbing, F. Perkins, J. H. Cooksey, and R. 
Coles. The facts of the case will be found detailed in the evidence of 
James Early, whose examination was taken. This witness stated that he 
was asailor on board the Flowery Land, which sailed from the West 
India Docks on the 28th of July last, and the five prisoners, four of whom 
could speak a little English, also formed part of the crew. | The eaptain's 
name was George or John Smith, and the vessel was bound to Singapore. 
All went on well for five or six weeks, but on the 10th of September one 
of the crew, @ Brazilian, not among those who arrived in the Peranc, 
struck the mate. Witness was on the look-out house, and spoke to the 
mate, when they struck him again, and told Early to go into the deck- 
house. He did so, and called the carpenter, who was asleep in his berth, 
and he went out. The mate was then lying op the deck. Some of the 
men struck the carpenter, who went back to the deckhouse and stayed 
with witness all night. During the night he heard a noise on deck, but 
was afraid to leave the deckhouse. Between 5 and 6 o'clock in the 
morning witness went on deck, and thence into the captain's cabin, where 
he found the second mate and some of the men. They were around the 
dead body of the captain, which was covered with canvas, and the prisoner 
Loper put a rope round it and pulled it up, and then they threw it over- 
board. There was a good deal of blood about the decks, and the men 
washed it away. Witness also missed from the vessel the chief mate and 
the captain's brother. The sdilors then got the money and the clothes 
that were in the cabin, One of them took command of the ship, and the 
second mate navigated it. They sailed the stip for twenty-two days, 
until they arrived atthe entrance to the River Plate, where they deter- 
mined on scuttling her. Witness got into a boat with the steward, cook, 
and second mate. The sailors ordered them to return, and they all did 
so, excepting the steward, at whom they threw bottles of wine, which 
struck him several times. He remained in the boat till he was very much 
cut about, and then he got out into the water and was drowned. The 
sailors threatencd what they would have done with the steward if they had 
had him ou deck, and said it was too easy a death for him to die. After 
the steward was dead the men ordered Early to go down and clear the 
bottles out of the boat. The ship sank in about two and a-half hours from. 
that time, and witness thought that the cook and the lamp-trimmer went 
down in her, for he never saw them again. Some of the men stopped on 
board till within a quarter of an hour of her sinking. They placed in the 
boatssome clothes, bread, ham, and bottles of wine, and proceeded to the 
shore, landing on the open beach, and went into the country. The 
second mate managed to escape from them and made his way to Monte 
Video, from which place a man-of-war was immediately despatched in 
search of them, and after afew days they were all taken prisoners. At 
the termination of the witness Early’s evidence, the magistrates remanded 
the five prisoners for a week, to afford time for communication with the 
Board of Trade. 

Deats or Viscount Vatentia, tHe Fatnen or Lapy Rosin- 
sox, or Hona Kona. — We have to announce the death of the Right 
Hon. Arthur Annesley, ninth Viscount Valentia, of Valentia, in the county 
of Kerry, Baron Mountnorris, of Mountnorris Castle, in county of 
Armagh, Baron Altham, of Altham, in the county of Cork, in the peerage 
of Ireland, and premier baronet of Ireland; which event took place on 
the 30th Dec., at Bletchingion-park, Oxfordshire, His lordship was born 
on Nov. 80, 1785, and was the eldest son of Mr. Arthur Annesley, of 
Bletchington-park, Oxfordshire, by Catherine, daughter and heir of Ad- 
miral Sir Charles Hardy. He married, Aug. 12, 1808, Eleanor, youngest 
daughter of Mr. Henry Stafford O'Brien, of B.atherwycke-park, North 
ampton, and by her (whu died June 10, 1843; has had issue four sons and 
seven daughters ; the eldest son Arthur, burn Sept. 14, 1809, married, in 
1636, Fiora Mary, daughter of Lieutenant- Colonel James Macdonald, of 
Clarronald, and died Oct, 27, 1844, leaving issue a son and two daughters, 
One of the late viscount’s daughters, the Hon, Nea-Arthur-Ada-Rose 
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—— 
d’Amour Annesley, married, in 1846, Sir Hercules Robinson, Governor 
of Hong Kong. ‘The deceased lord is succeed in his title as tenth vis- 
count by his grandson Arthur, born at Inveresk, Edinburgh, Aug. 23, 
1843, Lord Valentia succeeded his distant kinsman, George, second Earl 
of Mountnorris, F.R.S., F.S.A., in the viscounty only on July 23, 1844. 
‘The founder of the titles of Mountnorris and Valentia was Sir Francis 
Annesley, Knight, who filled for forty years high offices in Ireland, and 
who, having received the honour of a baronetcy, in 1620, was created 
Lord Mountnorris in 1628, with a reversion to the viscounty of Valentia. 
Tt is a singular fact that, for family reasons, all the children, male and 
female, of the late lord were christened Arthur. 

Sm Harry Parkes at tHe Royat Astatic Society.—At a 
meeting of this society, Viscount Strangford, President, in the chair, a 
description was aren by Sir H. Parkes of an inscribed and ornamented 
slab of granite, which he had presented to the society, and which was 
taken from one of six portals erected in Canton a few years before our 
late capture of that city, and bearing an Imperial edict in approval of the 
measures adopted by the local authorities for excluding the barbarians from 
the city. ‘These six portals were demolished after the capture of Canton. 
The stone preset formed the centre of a kind of pediment to the 
portal, and contains the two words “ Imperial will;” under it was in- 
scribed the edict, a translation of which may be found at page 280, vol. 
xviii, of the Chinese Repository” for 1849. A_paper, by E. Rawdon 
Power, Esq., was read—‘ On the Agricultural, Commercial, Financial, 
and Military Statistics of Ceylon,” showing the important increase which 
has taken piace during the last thirty years, in the production of coffee 
and cocos-nut oil, the progress made in roads and railways, and the gene- 
rally ous condition of the colony's finances. 

M’Gagoor v. Smrra.—The plaintiff was the master of a ship, bound 
from Shanghai to Liverpool, on which the defendant was a steerage 

, and the action was brought to recover £20, the difference 
Between the steerage and cabin fare. “It appeared that plaintif, after he 
went on board, being dissatisfied with the accommodation provided, offered 
to pay the difference and sail as a cabin passenger. For tha defence it 
was contended that the steerage berth was so filthy and infested with 
vermin that defendant was allowed to occupy the chief mate's berth, upon 
poring 2 for the privilege of joining the captain's mess; and £5 had 

paid into Court in support of the plea of payment. The jury found 
for the plaintiff for the amount claimed.
